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STORY OF TWO REMAKKABLE TRIPS. 


Miss Bly and Miss Bisland,Nearing the End 
of Their Race—Interec«tine lueidents 

New Yor«, Jan. 21.—Nellie Bly sailed from 
New York Nov. 14. She went dy rail to Lon- 
don, dnd then across the English Channel 
from Dover to Calais, going from there to 
Amiens to see Jules Verne. She came 
back to Calais and caught the regular 
Indian mail train through France and 
Italy to Brindisi, on the heel 
of the boot of Italy. Thence she sailed 
across the Mediterranean Sea to Port Said, 
at the mouth of the Suez Canal. From there 
she sailed through the canal and down the 
Red Sea to Aden on the Arabian coast, and 
thence through the Gulf of Aden and gross 
the Indian Ocean to Colombo, Ceylon. From 
Colombo she went across the Sea of Bengal 
to Singapore on the Malay peninsula, and 
from there through the China Sea to Hong 
Kong on tne Chinese coast; from Kong Kong 
through the Formosa Channel te Yokohama, 
op tae eastern side of Japan, and thence di- 
rectly across the Pacific to San Francisco. 

Miss Bisland left New York Nov. 14 on the 
New York Central and went by that road 
and the Lake Shore to Chicago. There she 
took the Northwestern to Omaha and thence 
across by the Unien and Central Pacific 
roads to San Francisco, From San Francisco 
she simply reversed the trip of Nellie Bly, 
going to Yokohama, Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Colombo, Aden, Port Said, and Brindisi. 
From Brindisi she took the Indian mail 
train to Calais and. crossed to Dover. Then 
she went to London by train and crossed En- 
gland to Hollynead, took the ferry across 
the Irish Sea to Dublin, caught the Bothnia 
at Queenstown, and sailed for New York. 

Neilie Bly made this remarkable tour with 
no other baggage than a small hand satchel. 
She left New York with but one gown, and 
that upon her back. In the satchel were nec- 
essary changes of clothing, five copies of the 
New York World of that day, and £500 in 
Bank of England notes, besides her railroad 
and steamer tickets for the entire journey. 

Miss Bly arrived at Calais in ample time to 
take the Brindisi mail-train. This train, 
commonly called the Indian mail, 1s one ef 
the famous trainsof the world. She arrived 
at Brindisi on time and took tne steamer Vic- 
toria of the Peninsular and Oriental Line 
from that point. She left Brindisi the morn- 
ing of Nov. 25, crossed the Mediterranean, and 
sailed through the Suez Canal, arriving at 
Ismailia Nov. 28. From Ismaila her journey 
lay through the Red Sea. 

Across the Arabian Sea the Victoria sped 
with its plucky little passenger, and arrived 
at Colombo, on the Island of Ceylon, Dec. 8. 
Here the World’s globe-girdler left the Vic- 
toria to take another steamer for Hong Kong. 
She wastwo days ahead of her itinerary, 
but was obliged to spend these two day ip 
Ceylon. 

Dec. 18 Nellie Bly, after passing through 
the straits of Malacca, was at Singapore, 
half-way round the world. Her eight-days’ 
ride through tne Indian Ocean carried her 
over the ruins of cities buried for long cent- 
uries beneath its tossing floods. She re-

The first available means of transportation 
across the Pacific Ocean was the fast steamer 
Oceanic of the Occidental and Oriental Line. 
This steamer was scheduled to leave Hong 
Kong for San Francisco Dec. 28, and that,

“A LITTLE TOO SOON.” 

Mr. Flower thought that the date fixed for 
balloting in the Springer resolution was a 
little too soon. He suggested that a resolu- 
tion be reported providing for debate in the 
House next Monday—one hour and a halt & 
be allowed for the presentation ot claims of 
each city, to be followed by balloting Tues- 
day. 

Mr. Belden, at this point, expressed a doubt 
as to whether any Fair could be held in 1892, 
It should first be settled that the Govern- 
ment would give money aid to the Fair be- 
fore an attempt was made to select the site. 

This brought the Washington men to the 
floor with a strong objection. They contend- 
ed that to adopt Mr. Beiden's course would 
result in combining all of the other contena- 
ing cities against Washington. 

Mr. Belden’s idea was that a historical cel- 
ebration could be held in 1892, to be followed 
a year later by the World's Fair. 

The Uhairman’s atten uon was here called 
to the language of the resolution under 
which the committee was appointed, which 
speaks of a World’s Fair in 1892, and the 
point was made that the committee had no 
alternative and could deal with no proposi- 
tion that did not concern a fair to be held in 
that year. 

Mr. Frank offereda resolution that the 
Springer resolution be referred to a sub-com- 
mittee of three with instructions to report 
at the next committee meeting. Subsequent- 
ly the motion was modified so as to make the 
Chairman of tne full committee also Chair. 
man of the sub-committee and to have it re- 
port next Thursday, 

Mr. Springer said that if this motion was 
defeated he would’ mave to modify his prop- 
osition so as to have the debate in the House 
next Monday and the balloting Tuesday, as 
suggested by Mr. Flower. The New York 
members took alarm at this, however, as it 
was apparently the object of the Chicagoans 
to get the Chairman to vote and ascertain 
his views. 

BUT MR. FLOWER DIDN’T. 

The Chicagoans had calcuiated on Mr. 
Flower voting with them in support of his 
own proposition. This would leave the re- 
maining three members present besides the 
Chairman in the opposition ana compel the 
Chairman to vote to break a tie, and it was 
not regarded as desirable that the Chairman 
should be committed at this early date; so 
when Mr. Frank's resolution was put Mr.

Michael Schriber, Charged with Marder, 
Makes a Successful Leap for Liberty.

St. Pav, Minn., Jan. 21.—|Special.}—Mi- 
chael Schriber, the prisoner who escaped at 
Corfu, N. V., was arrested im Minneapolis 
two months ago on the charge of a murder com- 
mitted two years before in Bavaria. He had 
escaped and worked his way gradually to 
Milwaukee and thence to Minneapolis. He 
secured employment just outside the city 
limits, and was identified as the fugitive 
murderer through several unguarded ex- 
pressions. Upon his arrest the Bavarian 
Government was communicated with and 
authority for his extradition received. Two 
days ago Deputy Marshal Hoy started for 
New York with his prisoner, with the result 
given in the dispatches. The authorities 
here have received no official notification of 
his escape.

AN INSTANCE OF RED TAPE AND SILENCE. 


The grand jury was yesterday brought to a 
realizing sense of the density of the iguor- 
ance of the present city authorities—or 
rather officeholders—on tne subject. Mon- 
day Mayor Cregier, Superintendent of Police 
Marsh, and Chief of Detectives Elliott were 
called before the jury. Their know-nothing- 
ness was simply colossal, but it was not until 
yesterday’s proceedings by way of contrast 
that. the investigating body fully realized 
how blind is he who will not see. Monday it 
was How Not to See It,“ yesterday it was 
“How Gambling May Be Seen and 
Stopped.“ : 

Yesterday, asan authority on the latter 
subject, in which the grana jury 1s most.in- 
terested, ex-Mayor John A. Roche was sum- 
moned to appear and testify. 

Mr. Roche said gambling was . openly 
practiced in Chicago when he assumed office. 
He did not considerit consistent with his 
oath as Mayor of the city to allow the con- 
tinuance of this evil ana he stopped it. 

HOW HE STOPPED IT. 

Being asked bow that result had been ac- 
complished, he explained that he gave orders 
to the Chief of Police to pursue a certain line 
of action and supplemented these orders 
with instructions that the orders must be 
obeyed. The orders were obeyed. Evidence 
of the existence of gambling was no more 
difficult to secure then than now. Clark 
street was alive then, as it is now, with 
“cappers”’ and “touts” looking for the un- 
wary and young men with ready access to 
their employers’ cash-drawers. When the 
evidence had been gathered—a mere matter 
of detail, then as now-—the gamblers were 
told to be at Battery D on a certain evening, 
when the Inspector—who was not Mr. Eber- 
solada—would have something of importance 
to tell them. They answered the invitation 
in full force. 

And I then told them,” continued the ex- 
Mayor, that I had ample evidence to con- 
vict them. I told them to go back to their 
roomt, pack up their furniture, and get out 
of town before daylight. 1 gave them the 
alternative of thus quitting or of staying and 
having their houses broken open, the fur- 
niture destroyed, and going to prison as 
breakers of the peace. They accepted the 
former alternative. Gentlemen, that 1s how 
we stopped gambling, and as long as I was 
Mayor of this city it was stopped.“ 

Whereupon the members of the grand 
jury looked at one another in silent amaze- 


ment. Fora few minutes not a word was

Have you the names of the owners of the 
dens that were closed up while you were 
Mayor?” asked a grand juror. 

“ The names were given to the Police De- 
partment, and should be on the files of that 
office.

Marsh’s blissful ignorance forthwith de- 
termined that they would try Mr. Ebersold 
to learn whether he had the list of names of 
gamblers who were thus easily closed up by 
a Mayor who knew his business. Mr. Roche 
was then allowed to depart, having been an 
hour in the grand-jury room. 

OTHER WITNESSES.

There is no 
ground for avything but conservatism, which 
is in itself the safest progress. , d 
These three expressions came from repre- 
sentative ministers of the Presbyterian 


church in Chicago. They cover the ground | 


from the most radical revolutionary opinion 
to extreme conservatism, and well illustrate 
the difference of opinion prevailing among 
Presbyterians in this city and elsewhere, 

Again, the degrees of interest manifested 
and importance attached to the movament 
now going on for a revision of the creed are 
shown by similar utterances: 

„There is no fight about it. There is not 
enough even to call it excitement, says the 
Rev. Dr. Stryker. 

A good deal of interest is being mani- 
tested,“ says the Rev. Dr. McPherson: 

„They had quite a heated debate in New 
York, I see,”’ says the Key. Dr. Brobst. 

On one side stands the extreme conserv- 
atve wing that clings to Calvinism as it 
found expression 200 years ago. On the 
other side stand those who wish to have 
these articles modined and tempered in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the present age. 
The former cling to the idea of predes- 
tination in all its rigor, fully assert- 
ing the sovereignty of God and restrict- 
ing the free agency of man, The latter 
emphasize the free agency of mun, while not 
attempting to curtail the idea of the sover- 
eignty of God, and prefer to;dwell on the 
doctrine of God’s love and his plan of salva- 
tion rather than on the theory of predestina- 
tion. Some became radical even by the 
strength of their love for the ald confession 
of faith. Of these Dr. Withrow is an in- 
stance. He reveres the old confession for 
the historic mission it das performed, and 
ratner than do any ‘tinkering '’ on it would 
have a new. creed adopted. N 

The discussion now going on in New York 
will soon be under way in Chicago. The first 
Monday in February at 10:30 a. m. the Chi- 
cago Presbytery will meet at the Fourth 
Church to discuss the matter. ‘It comes be- 
fore them in this manner: 

The “overture” sent out by the General 
Assembly of 1889 contained two questions 
touching a revision of the Confession of 
Faith, to be answered by the various presby- 
teries. The questions were, in substance: 
Do you desire a revision of the Confession of 
Faith? Ifso, in what respects and to what 
extent? 

THE COMMITTEER’S REPORT 

The Chicago Presbytery appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of the Rev. Messrs. J. H. 
Worcester Jr., S. J. McPherson, W. H. Swift, 
Charles S. Holt, John De Witt, William C. 
Roberts, and Charles L. Currier to prepare a 
report im answer to these questions. This 
report has been prepared and will be submit 
ted Monday, Feb. 3. It says, in the main: 

The Presbytery of Chicago recognizes in the 
first place the fact that the presbyters constitut- 
ing it and the presbyters and deavons under its 
care are profoundly sincere in their adoption of 
the Confession of Faith of this church as contain- 
ing the system ofdoctrine taught in the Holy 
Scriptures. | 

The presbytery recognizes the fact that since 
the Confession of Faith was composed, and es- 
pecially since the religious awakening of the 
eighteenth century, the attitude of the church 
towards systems of doctrine, toward 
differences within toward the 
evargelization of the race, and to- 
ward philanthropic efforts has chap ged. 
Whereas 200 years ago the chief obnfliet of the 
church was with various forms of heresy, its chief 
conflict today is witb infidelity, agnosticism, and 
paganism, and the church accordingly now gives 
greater prominence to the doctrines of God's 
love, His readiness to forgive sin, and His plan of 
salvation than to His sovereignty. 

The presbytery therefore desires that the new 
positions which the church has taken shall find 
some form of confessional expression. 

The presbytery also agrees with certain of our 
ministers and people, referred to in the preamble 
of the assembly's overture, that there are forms 
of statement in our Confession of ‘expe which are 


systems, 


* liable to misunderstanding and expose our sys- 
tem of doctrine to unmerited criticism.” and 
which present a stumbling-biock to many whom 
the church desires fer officebearers; and believes 
that the Confession can be sofamended as to set 
forth thé same doctrines in more exact accord 
with the teaching of Scripture. ~* 

But whether the objects thus set forth shall be 
— — by a revision of the present Confession 
of Faith, or by some form of declaratory state- 
ment accompanying the same, or by the addi- 
tion to our standards ot some short and simple 
creed, clearly setting forth the prdsent attitude 
of the church, the sbytery, regognizing the 
practical difficulties which surround the subject, 
is willing to leave to the General Assembly, or 
such large and representative committee As it 
may appoint. 

FAVORS A REVISION. 

Speaking in a general way about the dis- 
cussion now in progress Dr. Withrow said: 

„My preference is not for a revision but 
for a new, simpler creed that will embody 
the historic Calvinism of the old Confession. 
This simpler creed should supersede tne old 
law. It should not declare against the prin- 
ciple of the former, but. be fitted to the needs 
of the present time, My réason is that | do 
not believe that any tinkering with the old 
instrument will remove the  dissat- 
isfaction. It will create as much 
as it will remove. I have some regard for an 
instrument that has had the honorable ca- 
reer that this has had and bas accomplished 
so much. Those who favor revision are tena- 
cious im saying that the present system con- 
tains what is taught in the Bible. If it does, 
allright. We don’t want to improve on the 
Scriptures. 

As to this point of preterition—not pre- 
destinauon—it is a scarecrow word that is 
talked about too much. The Confession of 
Faith is originally consistent logibally. Even 
its enemies never charged that it was not. 
All those doctrines belong in the logical de- 
velopment of the Confession. They cbuld 
not be changed without injury to the whole. 
We believe chat they are iu the Bible, else 
we would not have,subscribed to them.“ 

OUGHT 10 BE MODIFIED. 

Dr. S. J. McPherson said: Personaliy I 
am a Calvinist. The Presbyterian Church is 
Calvinistic. I do not see any disposition 
anywhere to retire from Calvinism. But I 
think that some of tiie statements of the con- 
fession of faith which was formulated 260 
years ago to meet a different state of things 
altogether from what we have now ought 
to be modified. They could be safely modi- 
fied without disturbing the system of truth. 
For example. it seems to me that the 
fact of God's general love for aii 
mankind is not stated with sufficient empha- 
sis. It is not stated proportionately in the 
confession. 
atonement was for ail men, and offered to all 
men ought to be distigctly stated. 

There is the queshion of ‘elect. infants.’ 
That is subject to misconstruction. We be- 
heve that all who die in infanéy are saved. 


The term is, therefore, liable to lead to the 


surmise that some ere not saved. 

“I believe in predestination. But I cannot 
accept every statement that has been made 
of it. Predestination tomy mind means, in 
general terms, that God is the sovereign 
Governor of the Universe. Of course such 
t subject runs into mystery immediately. No 
man is competent with any fullness to discuss 
the supreme and universal government of 
God, and I think the framerg of our 
confession were rather dogmatic in 
their statement of predestination. 1 
think that in some expressions 
they went beyond the Scriptures and that, 
upon the whole, we need to be exceedingly 
modest about such things It is a doctrine 
which, if true, belongs no less to farming 
than to religion, and it does not introduce 
any practi difficuities into religion that it 
does not introduce into farming. it is a 
thing which really belongs to God and can 
aafeiy be left to Him. Man's part is not so 
much to pry into God's inscrutabie decree as 
to do what he bas been appointed to do—to 
88 himself as a candidate for saiva-

Ido not think it would be gracious 
for me todiscuss the matter in advance of 
the meeting of the presbytery. ere is no 
dispute of any great consequence and no ex- 
citement,”’ 

Dr. Brobst said: There is a wide deffer- 
ence between theologiaus of the Presbyterian 
Church as to the doctrine of predestination, 
as the debate in New York shows. There is 
no doubt to my mind that the tendency of 
theological thought im recent years has been 
toemphasize the free agency of man and 
bring it out more prominently than God's 
sovereignty. It 1s my impression that the 
formal @xpression of belief as contained in 
tne catechism will de modified more in har- 
many with the tendency of the times. While 
the sovereignty of cannot be dis- 
puted it seems to me that God has 
created to each man a sphere of lib- 
erty wherein he acts atid himself decides 
his destiny. As to the laity, they are devoted 
to their catechism, but they all use a great 
deal of liberty in interpreting it. There has 
been achange in minds of men, preachers 
too, that makes the outlines more flexible. 
The general opinion of the Presbyterian 
Church on the question ot predestination has 
undoubtedly been modified. There seems to be 
ap impression that the catechism no longer 
faith *ully voices the convictions, the vital 
beliefs of the Presbyterian Church, and there 
is a desire forachange so that the church 
may stand before the world in its true light 
and the expression of faith be harmonious 
with the belief really prevailing.” 


OPPONENTS OF REVISION, 


Dr. John Hall and Others in Favor of Let- 
ting the Confession Alone, 

New York, Jan. 21.—[{Special.|—The New 
York Presbytery today continued its discus- 
sion on the proposed revision of the West- 
minster Confession. Those who opposed re- 
vision seemed to have it nearly all their own 
way today. The chief point under discussion 
was whether the damnation of infants ana 
of the heathen is authorized by the 
Bible. The Rev. Dr. John Hall of 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church 
made a strong argument in favor of 
keeping the conféssion as it is. The Rev. 
Dr. John C. Lowery began the day’s debate. 
He thought they should keep in view the 
making of the Confession Biblical. He was 
sorry to say that prominence had not been 
given to the idea of the Bible. Dr. John 
Hall said the Westminster Confession did 
not need revision. The five articles present- 
ed by the Arminian school were just as 
strongly Calyinisticasany one of the articles 
alluded to. It there was anything censura- 
ble in the chapter sought to be revised 
it ought te be removed. Dr. Schaff had 
said that they should take texts in their 
entirety. Was not the same argument true of 
the Confession of Faith? asked Dr. Hall, and 
he proceedéd to give illustrations. He drew 
attentuon to the description Jehovab gave of 
himself. God is a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquities ef the father on the children to 
the third and fourth generation.“ With this 

uotation thé sveaker said that the infidel 

uld put the divine character in the worst 
possible ligut. It is the disposition of men 
at present,“ he continued, to make them- 
selves judges of what God is and ought to be. 
The next tendency is that if tnere is any- 
thing in the Bible not in accord with these 
views to rule it out. And the next thing is 
that Christian conscientiousness is to be the 
arbiter in all these things.”’ 

Dr. Hail said other churches were coming 
neater to their own. For example, in Canada 
negotiations were in progress fora union of 
Presbyterians and Methodists. As to Dr. 
Hastings’ statement that revision was ia 
the air,’’ he was oid enough to remember the 
days of Newman and the Tractarians in En- 
gland, and yet Romaniem was no stronger, 
. in — — today than it was 
then. He attached little importance to things 
that were in the air.“ He read in the Bibie 
of the Prince of Darkness being in the 
air,“ ane he knew what his policy was. He 
was not in favor of a joint consultation with 
Presbyterians all over the world, and ob- 
jected to taking his faith from any country 
put his own. vision he regarded 15 the 
‘‘accommodating spirit of these piping times 
of peace.“ 

Let them stick to what they had. 

Dr. Booth said that “ultra-supra lapsa- 
rian “ views had been presented. He repudi- 
ated “supra-lapsarianism,” with its natural 
inference of making God the author of sin. 

Dr. John Thompson rattled off an hour’s 
speech in twenty minutes. His arguments 
in favor of revision were really strong and 
well framed, but much of their force was 
lost by the way in which he galioped through 
his paper. He said revision was no new 
thing, that nothing revolutionary was going 
to happen, and that if the report were adopt- 
ed it would promote harmony. 

The assembly adjourned to8o’clock to- 
morrow afterndon, when he discussion will 
be continued. 

PHILADELPHIA OPPOSES REVISION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 21.— The Philadel- 
phia Presbytery at a meeting today 
voted against a revision of the Confession of 
Faith. The Rev. Dr. Agnew submitted a 
negative report to the effect that 
it was — pnt to revise the 
confession—first, because the confession 
is Scriptural; second, because of the possi- 
ble union with, the Southern churches; third, 
because if the confession is altered it should 
be done by an Ecumenical Council, This re- 
port was adopted by a vote of 37 to 10.

Address Delivered by Col, Ingersoll Before 
the New York Bar Association. : 

Atpany) N. T., Jen, 21.—[Special.j|—Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll’s address before the thir- 
teenth annual meeting of the State Bar As- 
sociation today was a masterly effort. He 
took for his subject Crimes Against Crimi- 
nals.“ He thought lawyers should be fore- 
most in legislative and judicial reforms and 
of all men they should understand philoso- 
phy of mind, the causes of humas action, 
and the real science of government. It has 
been said that the three pests of a com- 
munity are: A priest without charity, 
a doctor without knowledge, and a 
lawyer without a sense of justice. All 
nations seem to have supreme confidence in 
the deterrent power of threatened and in- 
flicted pain; they have regarded punishment 
the shortest road to reformation. Imprison- 
ment, torture, death, constituted a trinity 
under whose protection society might feel 
secure. Connected with the court of justice 
was the chamber of torture. Have we not 
advanced far enough intellectually to deny 
the existence of chance? Are we not satis- 
fied now that back of every act and thought 
and dream and fancy is an efficient cause! 
Is anything or can anything be produced 
that is not necessarily produced? We not 
only admit, but we assert, that in the 
physical world there aré causes and 
effects. We insist that there is and can be 
no effect without an efficient cause, dnd 
therefore the acuhons of a man can be ac- 
counted for. There are certain temptations 
that he cannot withstand. Develop his mind, 
give him new subjects of thought, and you 
change the man, and the man bem changed 
it follows as a necessity that his conduct will 
be different. How do we know that it is pos- 
sible for all people to be honest and truthful! 
There are millions of people incapable of 
committing crime. Where is the man with 
intelligence enough to take into con- 
sideration the circumstances of each ia- 
dividuat case? In what obscure and 
shadowy recesses of the brain are passions 
born? And whatis it that for the moment 
destroys the sense of right and wrong! Is 
it not possible that the tyranny of govern- 
ments, the injustice of nations, the fierce- 
ness of what is called the law, produce in the 
individual a tendency in the same direction? 
Is it not true that the citizen is apt to imitate 
his nation? Society degrades its enemies— 
the individual seeks to devrade his. Is it not 
true that the criminal is a natural product, 
and that society unconsciously produces 
these children of vice? Can we not sately 
take another step and say that the criminal 
is a victim, as the diseased and insane 
deformed are victims! 

The criminal should be treated with kind- 
ness, every right should be given him consist- 
ent with we safety of society. The State 
should set the highest and nobiest example. 
The powerful should never be cruel, and in 
the breast of the supreme there should be 


no desire for revonge, Would it not be 
their labor, 
to lay aside their earnings, so that 
when the convict is released 
after 14 of imprisonment he will have 
séveral hundred dollars of his own! The 
greatest danger in a Republic is a mob, and 
as long as States inflict the penalty of death 
mobs will follow the exampie. Every exect- 


tion tends to harden the public geart—tends 


to lessen the sacredness of human life. Ia 
many States of this Union the mob is su- 
on Those who are the fiercest to de- 
„and hang their fellow-men for 
having committed crimes ere for ‘the 
most part at heart criminais them- 
selves. As long as children are raised in 
the tenement peas — prisons will be 
full. The fear punishment may deter 
some, the fear of exposure others, but there 
is no real reforming power ia the fear of 
punishment. Men éanpot be tortured into 
goodness; as men vilized they be- 
come cBpable ot ter pain and of greater 
1. 0 disci ot the average prison 
ardens and d es. It is for the most 
part @ perpetual exhibition of arbitrary 
power.

FIGHTING A SHADOW. 

Some of the members of the Business- 
Men’s Association of Joliet, chiefly because 
of wrong information, are misrepresenting 
the intentions and attacking the motives of 
this city. They seem to think that Chicago 
means to build some new pumping works 
which will deluge them daily with the filth 
of the South Fork for all time to come. 
There is no warrant for such a wild assump- 
tion. This city means to clean the South 
Fork and keep it clean, but not in such a way 
as to interfere with the health or comfort of 
the citizens of Joliet. 

Hitherto none cf the filth of this bayou has 
ever gone into the canal; but once in sev- 
eral years the floods have swept it lake ward. 
The city prior to last July, having no juris- 
diction south of Thirty-ninth street, was un- 
able to stop the packers pouring their refuse 
into the South Fork. It is now able to deal 
with them. It does not mean to spend the 
money needed to cut a mile-long ditch from 
the canal to the South Fork to make a flow 
in it—it is a wasteful expense—but it means 
to make the packers build settling basins, as 
the South Side gas companies are doing. 
Into those their drainage will flow. The 
solid matter, which is nearly all carbon, can 
be dried and go into the furnaces instead of 
the lake. It is in this way that Chicago can 
get rid of a nuisance from which it has hith- 
erto been the sole sufferer. : 


REGULATING RATES OF COMMON CAR- 
RIERS. 

Congressman Morse of Massachusetts, in 
advocating the repeal of the Inter-State act, 
seems to take the ground that thatlaw was 
one of an unprecedented and dangerous char- 
acter and Congress should return to the safe 
and tried system of permitting carriers to 
regulate traffic and charges as they see fit. 
Mr. Morse wholly ignores the fact that pre- 
vious to the adoption of the Inter-State act 
the United States was the only Nation in the 
world which did not subject railroad carriers 
to governmental regulation. Mr. Morse 
should turn to the Granger cases and consid- 
er the following statement of the Supreme 
Court as to the right and duty of the Gov- 
ernment to control the rates of common car- 
riers; 


In countries where the common law prevails it 
has been customary from time immemorial for 
the Legislature to declare what shall be a rea- 
sonable compensation under such circumstances, 
or perhaps, more properly speaking, to fixa 
maximum Oud which any charge made would 
be unreasonable. Undoubtedly in mere private 
contracts, in which the public has no interest, 
what is reasonable must be ascertained judicial- 
ly. Butthis is because the Legislature has no 
control over such a contract. 


Yet the Inter-State act merely prescribes 
for railroad carriers the rule which the courts 
apply to private contracts when the amount 
of compensation is not specified—viz.: 
that charges shail be “reasonable and 
just.” Congress has not yet seen fit 
to exercise the full power belonging to it and 
establish maximum rates, as has been the 
practice in other countries, as the Supreme 
Court says, “from time immemorial,’”’ in 
dealing with common carriers. Beginning, 
however, with a blind reliance on competi- 
tion mn a business where that principle did 
not and would not apply, Congress has at 
last taken only a single step towards estab- 
lishing such regulation as is prescribed for 
railroad.carriers in other countries ana for 
which the same legal authority exists here. 
Congress has fixed no scale of charges, but 
merely declared that railroads are subject to 
the same rule as individuals under like cir- 
cumstances, and can demand no more than 
is “reasonable and just.” Instead of te- 
tracing this stepand restoring to railroad 
corporations the unlimited freedom or license 
so long permitted them in the United States 
the indications are that Congress and the 
States must assert their full power of con- 
trol and regulate railroad highways as effect- 
ively as they are controlled in other nations 
where the common law prevails. ö 

Certainly if the schemes for the formation 
of railroad trusts are perfected the power to 
fix mgfimum rates can no longer be allowed 
to unexercised. The unexampled 
freedom which railroad corporations haye 
enjoyed in the United States has been owing 
toa belief that competition would prove a 
better meansof regulation than regulation 
by the Government, but when the roads no. 
longer pretend to compete, but are banded in 
great trust monopolies to extort all the traf- 
fic will bear, the public can be protected 
from such extortion only by laws which pre-

THE PEWS PULL THA PULPIT FORWARD. 

It was stated at the meeting of the New 
York Presbytery day before yesterday that 
of forty-five presbyteries which haa been 
heard from on the question of the re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith thirty-five 
had voted in the affirmative. Of 1,200 min- 
isters 498 had voted No.“ but of the church 
members 177,270, or nearly all heard from, 
had been in the affirmative. 

It is becoming apparent that the occupants 
of the pews have at last decided to have 
something to say as to the creed which is to 
be preached to them, and will not leave it to 
the ministers to say what they shall be- 
lieve and what they shall rejéct. The 
laymen have reached that state of mind 
where they can no longer digest the iron 
doctrine of the past that Jehovah, foreknow- 
ing what Adam would do untold billions of 
years before he ever walked in Eden, never- 
theless made him just as he was in mind and 
body, and, for the offense which it was 
foreknown from infinity of time he would 
commit, decreed that thousands of millions 
of his descendants should, for a technical 
disobedience—imputed to their first parents 
—be sent to the bottomless pit forever. 
Having made up their mind that this doo- 
trine is too improbable for belief, because it 
is not what can be rightly preaiéated of a 
God whose attributes are declared in Holy 
Writ to be love, mercy, and forgiveness, the 
Presbyterian laity have determined that the 
old, hard Confession of Faith must be re- 
vised and softened. 

This is putting some of the pastors in 3 
curious plight. There are many of them 


with those of their congregations, but there 
are others who love tu believe that there is a 
hot hell, and that from the beginning of time 
the Deity picked out the great majority of all 
mankind to be its tortured tenants forever. 
Yet they see that those who occupy the pews 
and pay their rent must be blacated. Some 
will yield quietly to the irresistible tide 
which is carrying along all tne Evangelical 
denominations. Others are making a fight, 
though a losing one, for the cold Calvinism 
of two centuries ago. 

Dr. Patton, formerly of this city, who drove 
Prof. Swing from the church betause he 
thought Socrates and Confucius might be 
saved, is one of those who do not like to 
lessen the attributes of Jehovah by denying 
that He is yearly damning millions df people. 
The present creed, he thinks, has been a 
breagwater against the waves of error,“ and 
he fears that if it were toned down and made 
less sulpburous “the result would be a 
church where men believed what they 
pleased.” For that matter they are doing it 
now. He also feared that if the creed was 
made to state that God did not foreordain 
evil and sin, and temptation and the Devil, 
ana all other disagreeable things, *! Presby- 
terians would be nd better than so many 
Universalists.” 

The well-known commentator, Dr. Schaff, 
took issue with Dr. Patton, and*from the 
text that “God so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son” for it, and from 
the fact that Christ prayed for his murder- 
ers,“ he argued that the atonement was for 
the benefit of all, and that all would be 
saved.” But it makes little difference how 
creeds read or what preachers may say if 
the laymen have made up their minds, It 
was the congregations rather than the 
preachers who led in earlier movements of re- 
ligious thought, and so it will be in this. The 
ministers will “ fight against the stream, but 
all in vain.“ Half a century hence the rear 
will be where the van stands today. The 
real meaning of the Scriptures and of 
Christ’s mission and teachings on earth is 
being seriousiy rethought over by the occu- 
pants of the pews by the aid of modern light 
and knowledge, and nothing can a them 
from doing it. 


WHY THE MAJAH KNOWS NO ) BETTER, 

Majah Jones, pardoned Georgia Rebel, 
preaching the right of secession in St. Louis, 
says: 


The Federal Constitution in force in New 
Brunswick forbids New-Brunswickers renoun- 
cing their allegiance, and lays down the law that 
“once a subject is always a subject.” 


It does not, nor was there anything before 
the Dominion was formed—for the last sev- 
euty-five years at least—which forbade a citi- 
zen of New Brunswick, or either of the 
Canadas, or Nova Scotia, or any other Cana- 
dian province leaving that country and com- 
ing to the United States and there becom- 
ing a citizen. No permit or passport was ro- 
quired. No frontier officer barred his way. 
He could cross the international boundary line 
as freely as he could that which separated one 
vrovince from another or one American 
State from another. What was true 
of the Canadian provinces was true of 
the Islands of Great Britain and Ireland. 
The Government did not lift a finger to stop 
the flood of emigration to the United States. 
It was not aided, but it was acquiesced in, 
and after the emigrants had gone England 
did not concern herself about them or the 
children they carried with them, who, with- 
out volition of their own, became American 


parents. 

There wasa time when England ‘held to 
the theory “once a subject always a sub- 
ject.” But she has not asserted it since tne 
War of 1812. She dropped the right of search 

Which largely depended on it as the result of 
Secretary of State Webster’s unatiswerable 
argument nearly fifty years ago, and by the 
treaty negotiated in 1870 by Mr. Motley and 
Lord Clarendon she officiaily admitted what 
she had tacitly admitted for three-quarters of 
a century—that an Englishman had a right to 
change his allegiance as well as his abode at 
his own pleasure.

Some 2 papers are insisting that 
the battle of New Orleans was a great and 
decisive victory, but they are unable to tell 
what it decided. If they had the Americun 
s>hool-boy’s acquaintance with the War of 
1812 they would not make so absurd a state- 
ment. Taken as a battle—a strife of arms 
or duel—the conflict was one of which the 
country had reason to feel proud, but it de- 
cided nothing in our foreign relations. The 
main cause of the war was the impress- 
ment of British-born seamen on American 
sbips, but England did not by the Treaty of 
Ghent rehotnce her pretended right of 
search. Nor did the New Orleans fight make 
her relinquish that practice. Mr. Madison’s 
Administration set out to conquer Canada, 
buteo grossly mismanaged matters that it 
could not bold a foot of land there, and made 
peace without adding an acre to the area of 
the country. 

The only battles which were of military im- 
portance were Perry’s victory on Lake Erie 
and McDonongh’s on Lake Champlain, each 
of which was brilliant and decisive, and tne 
success of Gen. Harrison over the English 
and indians at the River Thames, near De- 
troit. While the land operations were gen- 
erally unfortunate those on the lakes and 
the ocean reflected honor on the country. 
The little navy which the Federalists had 
built up against the protests of Jefferson sig- 
nalized itself in many bloody epcounters. 
Bainbridgé on the Constitution, Decatur on 
the United States, and Porter on the Es- 
sex gathered undying laurels. Strangely 
enough, too, the only Generals who won any 
credit were Federalists. Among them were 
Jackson, Scott, and Harrison. Administra- 
tion anti-Federal Generals like Dearborn and 
Hampton were notable chiefly for their inef- 
ficiency. — 

Perry’s brilliant victory on Lake Erie, in 
which he destroyed the British fleet, opened 
the way for Harrison’s decisive victory over 
both British and Indians which rescued our 
north western frontier from the enemy. The 
battle at Platts burg stopped the invasion of 
New York. The success at New Orleans 
simply prevented the occupation of that city 
by the British for a few weeks. Had it been 
fought a year earlier it would have been of 
great import. But it came too late, for the 
treaty of peace had already been signed. 
That it should have excited great enthusiasm 
at the time is natural. It came after a suc- 
cession of defeats. Atthe beginning of the 
war this country was the invader. As it 
neared its close it was the invaded. Its Cap- 
ital had been captured and its chief cities 
were menaced, New Orledns was a ray of 
sunlight that broke through a thick cloud. 
But it was not as welcome as the news of the 
treaty of peace’ which came a few days later 
and ended a war which had cost the country 
80,000 lives and a hundred méllions of dollars 
and had suspended its commerce and de- 
ranged its business for years, and yet had 
accomplished none of the objects for which 
it had been declared. 


SOME IMPORTANT MORMON DECISIONS. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
will shortly hand down two decisions in 
which the Mormons are vitally interested 
and in which an adverse decision will be 
well nigh a matter of life and death to the 
Mormon Church. The oldest case of the 
two was brought by the church on anpeal 
from the decision of the Supreme Court of 
Utah, to test the constitutionality of the 
Edmunds Anti-Polygamy law, by the pro- 
visions of whieh the charter of the Mormon 
Church corporation was annulled, a re- 
ceiver appointed, and its property escheated 
to the United States, as far as it exceeded 
$50,000. The total value confiscated was 
$750,000. In the appeal the Mormons have 
been represented by Col. O. H. Broadhead 
of St. Louis: and ex-Senator McDonaid of 
Indiana, who hold that Congress by its dis- 
solution of the corporation has exercised 
judicial powers and that the act of the Utah 
Legisiature incorporating it is a contract 
which cannot be impaired by Congress under 
its authority to repeal Territorial enact- 
ments. The BSolicitor-General held to the 
contrary view, claiming the right of Con- 
gress to determine when it will repeal Ter- 
ritorial enactments and declaring tre act of 
incorporation invalid, as it established a 
system of religion at variance with the pro- 
visious of the Constitution. 

The second case comes from Idaho and in- 
volves tne disfranchisement of the Mormon 
colonists in that Territory. The case is thus 
stated: 


Samuel D. Dayis was convicted of conspiring 
to unlawfully defeat the Election laws of the 
Territory in the geueral election of 1888. Davis, 
who, it is alleged, is a Mormon. took what is 
known as the Edmunds-Tucker test oath, which 
requires intending voters to swear that they are 
not members of any order which teaches, ad- 
Vises, counsels, or envourages the crime of po- 
lygamy, or which practices polygamy as s doc- 
trinal right of the organizawon. He was con- 
victed, and immediately sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus against H. G. Beason, Sheriff of Oneida 
County, Idaho, where he was confined in jail. 
The case was brought to the Supreme Court on a 
refusal of the lower court to grant the writ, 


The operation of the first decision will 
bear directly upon the church and the inter- 
ests of Mormons in Utah. The second is 
hardly less important, for upon it will de- 
pend largely the question of the admission 
of Idaho to the Union. The recent annual 
reportof the Governor of the Territory 
fixes the number of Mormons at about one- 
fifth of the whale population. They have 
settled in the southern part of the Terrifory, 
and it is stuted by well informed correspond- 
ents that they are already controlling poli- 
tics and the public school system. Should 
the constitutionality of the test oath be up- 
held they will be disfranchised, and the 
question will be solved at once. On the 
ocher hand, should tne decision of the lower 
court be reversed, it will greatly strengthen 
the Mormons and encourage a still furthe: 
colonization, not alone in Idaho, but in some 
of the other Territories, with the additional 
disadvantage of postponing the admission of 
the former. The decision, therefore, will be 
awaited with great interest.

The Chicago Musical College String Quar- 
tet. Messrs. S. E. Jacnbsohn, Henry BHichbeim, 
Joseph Oblheiser, and Meinhard Eichheim, gave 
a chamber concert last evening at Kimball Hall, 
assisted Dy Mr. L. A. Phélps, tenor, and Mr. 
August Hyliested, pianist, The acquisition of 
Mr. Henry Eichheim as second violin has added 
largely to tiie effectiveness of the duartet's 
work, as he has a much better idea what properly 
pertains to the duties of the second violin of 
& String quartet than had his predecessor at the 
same desk. His work showed the proper willing- 
ness to subordinate his own personality, when 
necessary, to the requirements of concerted 
playing. The program opened with Louis Spohr's 
beautiful quartet, op. 45, No.2 It is a charming 
work, weil worthy of frequent performance, 
Like ali of Spohr's writings, it shows both that 
thorough mastery of the technic of composition 
for strings and at the same time a refined har- 
monie sense, which supplies the listener with 
ever new and often surprising dar- 
monic transitions (which, however, are al- 
ways tasteful) in connection with an 
artustically developed melody. The second 
movemest, a lurghetto, was especially beauti- 
ful, affording many and varied contrasts of tone 
color, The performance showed careful study of 
the werk. 

Mr. L. A. Phelps sang a couple of songs, It 
Was not so to be,” and Ot thee Iam thinking, 
Marguerite,” by Meyer Helmund, and responded 
to an encore with the Dormi pure.“ All three, 
but especially the last named, were interpreted 
with appreciation. 

Mr. Hyllested was on the program for the 
Boccherfai minuet and a Glück gavotte, pre- 
sumebly that from the latter's Don Juan,“ but 
he substituted a Bach number, and in response 
do an encore gave what appeared to be a compo- 
sition of his own, which was much the better 
played of the two. 

D' Albert's string quartet of seven closed the 
program. It is an elaborate work, much of which 
is far more claviermissig—to use an expressive 
German term—than string-like in design and 
treatment. It is quite evident that the composer 
had the piano in mind in conceiving 
certain passages. In fact it is more 
than doubtful whether some portions of 
the first movement could be made to sound 
well under any circumstances. The second 
mevement is more sustained and does not offer 
such difficulties to the executants, and the effect 
is proportionately better. But even in this num- 
ber the strings are often too widely separated, 
the harmonic significance of the differefft parts 
being thereby rendered almost indistinguish- 
able, The third movement has more motion, 
und the fourth movement consists of a theme 
with variations. The work is erratic and cer- 
tainly did not make a pleasant impression upon 
a first hearing. Whatever the composer may be 
as an executive artist he does not appear to un- 
derstand the requirements of good quartet 
writing, and certainly the work under considera- 
tion shows neither technical skill in construc- 
tion nor anything approaching the divine fire of 
genius. 
* 

It was a remarkable performance that was 
given at the Grand yesterday afternoon and a re- 
markable assemblage thatenjoyed it. Herr Pos- 

sart, at the iavitation of his professional 
brethren, gave them a special matinée, and the 
warmth with which they received him must have 
consoled him for any neglect be may have expe- 
rienced on the part of the English-speaking play- 
goers of Chicago. It was an audience of artists; 
there were no Philistines present. Joseph Jetf- 
ferson beamed from à box; so did W. J. Flor- 
ence, as well as Stuart Robson. To the thought- 
fulness of the last the assemblage was indebted 
for asking Herr Pos to give a professional 
matinée. In the theater there were dozens of fa- 
miliar faces of noted players. It would have 
done good to an ordinary audience to hear the 
appleuse that rewarded the foreign artist. Not 
once or twice, but five or six times after each act 
he was called before the curtain, the enthusi- 
asm of the audience manifesting itself in cheer- 
ing and the waving of handkerchiefs, 

Herr Possart appeared in the first and fourth 
acts of “The Merchant of Venice” and in two 
acts of The Daughter of Fabricius.” His Shy- 
lock was described in THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE. 
To see that impersonation once is to wish to see 
it often, for its wealth of suggestion cannot be 
exhausted in a single evening. It is at once the 
most realistic and most Hebraic Shylock one has 
ever witnessed. in “The Daughter of Fabri 
eius it was almost impossible to believe that 
the shriveled convict—the weak, humble old 
man wearing the jail pallor gained in twenty- 
four years of imprisonment--was the same per- 
son who had just doffeathe Jewish gabardine. 
An audience of actors is not ashamed to be 
affected by great acting. There were tears in 
many eyes during che pathetic passages, and 
in the crowning one, that of the _ sec- 
ond act. where filial love and pity 
overcome shame in the daughter of the don viot. 
and the poor old felléw was transfigured by his 
joy, the audience was thrilled and arose to Herr 
Possart as they say the pit once rose to Kean. 
Miss Leithner was most sympathetic and wom- 
anly as Frau Agathe Stern. At the end of she 
performance Herr Possart said a few words of 
thanks; and thus ended an entertainment of 
which the public knew little or nothing, but 
which those that witnessed it will not readily 
forget.

Likely to Be Taken Away—Billy Me- 
Glory’s Find, 

New Tonk, Jan. 21.—[Special.]—A gigan- 
tic Cigarette Trust has just been ee it 
is on the lines of the Sugar Trust and other 
big combinations, and, like them, it bas 
sought a charter beyond the jurisdiction of 
the laws and the courts of New York. 
Counselors Clarence A. Seward, Edward 
R Bacon, and Charles M. de Costa filed to- 
day at Trenton, N. J., a certiticate of incor- 
poration of the American Tobacco company. 
The incorporators are: Lewis Linter and 
John Pope, Ricamond, Va.; George 
‘Arents and James B. Duke, New 
‘York City; Benjamin N. Duke and 
George W. Watts, Durham, N. C.; 
William KH. Butier and Charies G. Emery, 
Brooklyn, and Wiliam S. Kemball, Roches- 
ter. N. X. They ask to be permitted to man- 
ufacture tobacco in ail its forms in New Jer- 
sey and elsewhere ana to establish 
depots in the United States and 
other countries. The capital stock is 
$25,000,000. The number of shares 1s 
400,000. Of said stock, $15,000,000 is divided 
into 800,000 shares ot $50 each, which shall 
be the general or common stock, and 510. 
000,000 is divided into 100,000 shares of $100 
each, which shall be preferred stock. 
The company fas arranged to take 
in the proverties of nearly all 
the large cigarette manufactories 
in the country, The principa' exceptions 
are B. F. Hess & Co. of chester and the

SUCH A BENEVOLENT CORPORATION 
The Sugar Trust Likely to LN. Its Charter 

and Making All Sorts of Professions. 

New York, Jan. 21,—[Special.}—The lead- 
ing spirits of the Sugar Refiners’ company— 
better known as the Sugar Trust—are only 
too anxious to comply with the laws of this 
State as soon as they discover what the laws 
really mean, and te fix as low a price as they 
possibly can for the commodity they control. 
They are devoted heart and soul to the inter- 
este of the workingman and of the public at 
large. This was substantially the statement 
made to Judge O'Brien in the Su- 
preme Court chambers today by the 
legal mouthpiece of the counsel, John 
E. Parsons. Among those who doubt the 
benevolent purposes of the trust is Henry 
Winthrop Gray, who was appointed receiver 
of the North River Refining company by 
Judge Barrett. He thinks that the trust is 
endeavoring,to circumvent the New York 
lave as best it can The suit in which Mr. 
Gray was made receiver is now pending be- 
fore the Court of Appeais, the general term 
of the Supreme Court having held that the 
North Hiver Refining company bad forfeited 
its charter by joijng a criminal and fraud- 
ulent combination, It the Court of Appeals 
contirms this decision the trust’s last hope 
will be gone. 1 

Mr. Gray has obtained information which 
leads him to believe that in anticipation of 
such an emergency the trust is preparing to 
transfer its assete to the newly organized 
Commonwealth Refining company of Con- 
necticut or to some other corner outside of 
the jurisdiction of the New York courts. 
Mr. Gray’s counsel, Delancy Nicol! and John 
M. Bowers, argued before Judge O’Brien in 
order to show cause why an injunction 
should not be granted restraining the mem- 
bers of the trust from parting with any of 
the trust assets under their control, from 
issuing any new certificates, and from pay- 
ing any dividends. 

heodore Havemeyer said in an affidavit 
that the charges of Mr. Gray were wholly 
untrue. There was no intention on the part 
of the Sugar Refiners’ company to transfer 
property to the Commonwealth company or 
to any other concern, nor will any transfer 
be made unless some reason may occur in the 
future. If Mr. Higgins said that the trust 
might de removed to Connecticut he simply 
gave his own opinion. The history of sugar- 
refining is a history of failures. 

After listening to long arguments by Mr. 
Bowers, Mr. Parsons, and Elibu Root upon 
the points of law involved Judge O’Brien re- 
served his decision. |

Serious Charges Against a Somerville 
(Mass.) Minister—Bis Naive Answer. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 21.— [Special.] — The 
officials of the Perkius Street Baptist Church 
of Somerville have brought charges of visit- 
ing saloons and Louses of ill-repute against 
their pastor, the Rey. Wilham A. Smith. 
Mr. Smith’s answers to these were presented 
today to the North Baptist Union, They were 
rather naive. He admits the charge 
that he took liquor in Kansas City previous 
to his having joined the ministry is correct, 
but denies having taken it in saloons, though 
his business as a real-estate agent frequently 
took him into those places. In explanation 
of the charge that he was drunk in Hamil- 
ton, O., in 1879, he stated that he had been 
preaching in Cleveland on one occasion 
and returned at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing to Hamilton. His wife was ab- 
sent, ana, as he did not know when 
she would return, he went to a Hotel, and 
there took some ginger alo. He claims that 
this was what gaye rise to the report that he 
was drunk. As to the charge that he had 
visited a house of ill-fame, he admitted that 
he had been inveigled in there, but had uo 
knowledge of the character of the hous». 
He says he came into Boston on Labor-Day, 
and during the day went to a restaurant in 
the neighborhood of Bowdoin square to get 
lunch. e walked down Green street till ne 
came opposite Crescent place, and as he 
stood there he happened to cast his eyes up 
ata window on the opposite side of the street. 
The window was ovened and a young woman 
who was inside beckoned to him, and be went 
over and opened the storm-door. In respouse 
to her further invitation he went in, but on 
discovering the character of the house left 
at once, not baviag been in the house more 
than two minutes. 


FOREIGN CORPORATIONS IN BRAZIL, 


They Must Transfer Two-thirds of Their 
Entire Capital to That Country. 

New York, Jan. 21.—[Special.|—This 
morning’s papers contain the following dis- 
patch from Brazil: 

Rio JANEIRO, Jan. 20.—The Government has 
decreed that all foreign companies doing busi- 
ness in Brazil must transfer to that country two- 
thirds of meir entire cavital within two years of 
their organization. Companies already in exist- 
ence must do the same within six months.“ 

The language ofthis dispatch may mean 
either that the companies referred to in the 
decree must transfer the title of at least two- 
thirds of their capital to the Brazilian Goy- 
ernment—which would amount to nothing 
more or less than confiscation, and would 
resuit in prohibiting all foreign commerce 
with Brazil—or simply that two-thirds of the 
capital stock of such companies must be held 
within the territory of Brazil as a protection 
and guarantee of the compuny’s liabilities, 
The latter interpretation is doubtless the 
correct one; but even that, if applicable to a 
commercial company and firms doing busi- 
ness in Brazil, would entail sufficient hard- 
ship and injustice to paralyze foreign trade 
with that country. 

J. Lawrence McKeever, the New York 
agent of tne London & Brazilian Bank, lim- 
ited, said todav: 

Tnis is the first I have heard of the decree. 
At present I do not think it will have any 
bad effect, but in the case of the large insur- 
ance companies, such as the Equitable and 
Mutual Life, which have agencies in Brazil, 
it is obvious that it would be impossible, or, 
to say the least, unprofitable for them to 
transfer such a portion of their capital stock 
to Brazil.“ 


TO END ALL THE PRENTICE SUITS, 


Duluth Property-Owners Who Have Been 
Sued take Important Action. 

DutcTH, Minn., Jan. 21.—[Special./—An 
important action was taken by property- 
owners holding lots in the Third Division of 
Duluth today. For the last four or five 
years there have been pending in 
ihe United States courts suits 
brought by Frederick Prentice of 
New York, who claims title to all the land 
embraced in the Third Division under a deed 
said to have been given by tne old Indian 
chief who is said to have had a grant of the 
property from the United States in the 
fifties. Prentice was beaten in every court 
in his first suits. Since that time he has 
brought suits against the Northern Pacific 
railroad company, the St. Paul & Duluth 
company, and the property oh which 
the new Spaulding House now stands. 
At a meeting of the property-owners today 
it was decided to raise $25,000 to carry the 
cases through the highest courts, and suit 
will be brought in the United States court to 
quiet his alleged title. The property in ques- 
tion covers the most valuable portion of the 
city and numbers 2,700 lots, which are worth 
in the aggregate not less than $7,000,000 or

INDICTED FOR MRS. PETTIT’S MURDER, 


The Dead Woman’s Husband and Mrs. 
Whitehead Charged with the Crime. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Jan. 21.— [Special. —A 
new chapter was this morning added to the 
Pettit murder mystery. The grand jury, 
which has been in session for more than two 
weeks inquiring into the cause and manner 
of death of Mrs. Hattie, wife of the’ Rev. W. 
Fred Pettit, returned an indictment charg- 
ing the murder of Mrs. Pettit upon her hus- 
banc and Mrs. Elma Whitehead, a widow re- 
siding in the Shawnee Mound neighborhood, 
where Mrs. Pettit died the 17th of last July. 
At the time of Mrs. Pettit’s death there was 
a great deal of gossip in the neighborhood. 
The death of Mrs. Pettit was especially bor- 
rible, she dying in convulsions, which ex- 
tended over a period of three or four days.

FOREMEN TAILORS IN CONVENTION, 
Trial and Dismissal of a Member—The 
Proposed Prize Contest. 
In Club Room A of the Grand Pacific 
yesterday President Huntoon called the 
Custom Foremen Tailors’ Association to or- 
der. Twenty-six applicants for admission 
were accepted. Secretary Stone extended 
an invitation to the convention on behalf of 
the Chicago Cutters’ and Foremen’s Asso- 
ciation to attend the ball to be given at the 
Sherman House tonight, which was accepted. 

The feature of the afternoon session was 
the trial and expulsion of George W. Fisher 
of Houston, Tex. The charge against him 
was working to break up the association. 
As he was not present H. B. Parker, Assist- 
ant Recording Secretary, was appointed to 
detend him. 

The trial was a unique one, the President 
prompting both the man who preferred the 
charce and the one who defended the ac- 
cused. The charges were that he had writ- 
ten letters—-which were read—decrying we 
association. The defense was a general de- 
nial and claim that the letters were misin- 
terpreted. After both sides had been 
heard there was a general discussion 
of the matter, and Mr. Fisher found 
only one supporter—Henry Gorie. He 
was a good one, though, and made a 
strong flat. He thought the committee had 
acted in bad faith in producing private cor- 
respondence and contidential letters in sup- 
port of its charges. When the report that he 
be expelled, however, was put to a vote Mr. 
Gorie was the only one who voted against it. 

Mr. Allison of Ohio then produced a sack 
suit ready for trying on, and explained its 
construction in language extremely tech- 
nical, after which an adjournmeat was taken 
to 8 o’clock. 

The prize contests will probably begin to- 
day. The great troubie in regard to the con- 
test to see who can cut the dest-ütting coat 
and trousers has been to decide on a subject 
to be fitted, because—well, because the 
clothes having been fitted to him the sudject 
hopes to get them. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

President George H. Huntoon delivered 
his annual address at last evening’s session. 
A tornado had swept over the association 
during the last year, be said, but the organ- 
ization had come forth stronger and better 
from the trial, He reviewed the history of 
the St. Louis convention, when President 
George W. Fisher was defeated for a re- 
election, ana the subsequent develop- 
ments which culminated yesterday, in 
the expulsion of Fisher from the as- 
sociation. President Huntoon dwelt at 
length upon the sharp line of demarka- 
tion which should be drawn between 
the opposing interests of the merchant tail- 
ors, and custom cutters and the ready-made 
clothing buzzards.“ There should be no 
mutual relauors, no association, no compro- 
mise with the “buzzards,” he said. eir 
interests were opposed at every point. 

He then gave some advice to the members 
about the conduct of their business. They 
were too lax with their journeymen, he said, 
and many shops wasted huidreds of dollars 
a year in trimmings by carelessness. They 
Were also an casy vrey todrummers, He 
cuutioned them against overstocking, and 
said that wonderful bargains were to be had 
every day by the tailor who had the cash to 
buy with. 

The address was received with great ap- 
plause, and a vote of thanks to President 
Huntoon was taken. 

A delegate from Cincinnati made a speech 
inviting the association to meet next vear in 
that city. The President recommended that 
a committee be appointed to confer with the 
merchant tailors, as it was advisable for 
both associations to hold their yearly con- 
ventions at the same time and place. 

After adjournment a meeting was held of 
the Illinois State Association of Custom 
Foremen Tailors, President Schaw presiding. 
A large number of new members were re- 
ceived. Another meeting will be held at7 
o’clock this evening to elect officers. 


DRAINAGE COMMISSIONERS VICTORIOUS, 


A Mandamus Suit at Tascola, III., Decided 
in Their Favor. 

Matroon, Ul, Jan. 21.—[Special.]—In a 
Mandamus case brought before Judge 
Hughes in Tuscola today involving a drain- 
age district suit the court decided in favor 
of the Drainage Commissioners. A couple of 
years ago the district was organized under 
the Illinois Drainage law for the purpose of 
affording a sufficient outiet for drainage from 
Tuscolato the defined waterways to the 
southeast about six miles. The Commission- 
ers chosen met with strenuous opposition 
from the people until the recent wet season, 
but a majority now favor the scheme aad the 
work will doubtless proceed at once. Tuscola 
is virtually submerged on the occasion of or- 
dinary rainfall at present. 

TuscoLta, III., Jan. 2L—[Special.|—The 
canal combine of this city, which has been 
attempting to construct a thirteen-mile drain- 
age canal through the lands of the farmers 
in this section, against the wishes of a large 
majority of the owners, gained a temporary 
victory in the Circuit Court here today. The 
land-holders have gone to work with re- 
newed efforts, and will fight the case bit- 
terly. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 21.—[{Speciat. |—The 
annual meeting of the Illinois Tile and Drain 
Association began bere this morning in the 
hall of the House of Representatives with 
about fifty delegates in attendance. The re- 
ports of members occupied the greater vor- 
tion of the morning session. These reports 
stated that the tile and drainage business 
throughout the State was slightly on the in- 
crease, though no material advancement had 
been made in prices durin the last two 
years.. The prospects of the trade for the 
coming year are reported much brighter than 
for several years. 


DAMAGE BY HIGH WATER IN INDIANA. 


The River at Evansville Again Rising—Loss 
of Corn and Stock Keported. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Jau. 21.—|Special.]—The 
river, after receding one-tenth of a foot, 
came to a stand late last night and com- 
menced rising again at an early hour this 
morning. At6o’clock this evening it regis- 
tered thirty-seven feet eleyen inches on the 
gauge, showing arise of six inches during 
the day. The prospects now are that the 
water will rise several fect higher, which 
will result disastrously to farmers along the 
river. who have not moved their corn and 
stock, thinking they were safe at tne forty- 
foot mark. Reports from poiats both above 
and below the city are that the water is 
steadiiy increasing the already immense loss 
of corn. To add to .the inconvenience and 
loss sustuined by ogy < in the bottom 
lands various diseases are raging among 
them, and it is reported & few have es- 
ca the influenza.
